Mrs. Stanton told her party 
philosophy and many of her tech- 
niques and a few of her secrets 
to an expectant group of women 
who filled the Fellowship hall at 
Menlo Park Presbyterian Church 
gn recent Monday morning.

Mrs. Stanton keeps her 
freezey and cupboards stocked 
with items which can be prepar- 
ed for a few or as many as 40. 

Another pet theory of Mrs. 
Stanton’s' is -to maintain her 
“wardrobe of table settings and 
accessories,’ with as much care 
as you would your clothes closet. 
This, She feels, is essential to be- 
ing able to. give a party painlessly. 

Regularly, just as she goes 
through her closet to sort old 
clothes no longer worn and are 
taking’ up space, so she checks 
over her china and glassware. 
When, fo” mstance, her glassware 
of any given pattern gets down to 
maybe six — or less, she packs 
them off tora church bazaar or a 
rummage rather than keep them 
taking up’ space in her closets.

* Instead, Mrs. Stanton chooses 
her dishes for shape and color 


and use. She is very partial to her 
pewter serving plates, she has 36 
of them, for keeping steaks and 
other meats sizzling hot. She does- 
n't care for stainless steel plates 
because they cool too quickly. She 
does, however, love her stainless 
service and has packed up all of 
her silver to give to her daughters 
when they marry. She simply 
can't be bothered with the con- 
stant polishing. 

One important guide to her 
shopping tor her table wardrobe 
can again be likened to shopping 
for clothing. She always buys it 
with an eye to how easy it can be 
cared for—will it go through the 
dishwasher for instance? 

This is true even of her beauti- 
ful Baccarat: crystal goblets im- 
ported from France. Before ,she 
unpacked the lot, some two dozen, 
she tried one out in the dishwash- 
er.

SO GREEDY ARE MOST OF THE GAZERS, though, that they 
don’t remember that the farm once occupied a significant place in the 
history of horse racing—a history which should be memoralized in 
some more than ordinary way. 

And furthermore they forget that where as housing shortages 
and school shortages and so forth are mere temporal things, caused 
by the day’s population influx to an area already made noisome and 
smoggy by too many people, the Sport of Kings goes on forever. 


IT WAS IN A STABLE on the present Gilmore property—then 
known as the Ed Perry place—that Phar Lap, the Australian wonder 
horse, died in 1932. 

The track world mourned. ‘ 

And even today, we suspect, touts can be found who'd tell you 
that, if the bangtail from “down under’ ’had ever gotten his sea legs, 
he’d have set racing records which might still stand to this day. 


* * * 

AS IT WAS, we understand, he didn’t do anything striking in a 
couple of practice races in which he participated at Tanforan, and he 
never made it to Santa Anita, where he was supposed td run in the 
Handicap. 

Several versions of how he died have come down through 
the years. An autopsy performed after his death showed, we were 
once told, that the horse died of ulcers. The Recorder for Oct. 7 
reported that he died “after grazing in a poisoned pasture.” The 
horse’s trainer, according to Sydney paper of the same general 
era, stoutly maintained that the horse was poisoned—but he 
claimed this only after he had returned to Australia. 

* * * 

PHAR LAP—and nobody seems to remember how he got his name 
—had caused quite a stir during the racing season in Australia prior 
to the fall, 1932 meeting at San Bruno. 

For one thing, he didn’t look like a race horse, being too big. 
And he didn’t run much like a race horse either, we were once told by 
One Who Should Know. 


* * * * 

BROUGHT TO THE UNITED STATES, Phar Lap wasn’t particu- 
larly impressive in a couple of starts at Tanforan. But his owners had 
complete confidence in his ability to limber up after his long voyage 
across the Pacific, and they continued training him for the big event 
at Santa Anita. 


* * * * 

SUDDENLY, THE HORSE DIED. We blush to admit this, but 
the Recorder editorial staff of 24 years ago pretty much missed the 
story of the actual death. They didn’t give the Wonder Horse a line 
until he was already stuffed, so we don’t know the exact date of his 
demise. And the files don’t show anything specific about the horse’s 
age, lineage or racing records, so we can’t pass these along. 


* * * * 
_ BUT THE MORE FLORID JOURNALISM of 1932 had other 
points in its favor. We quote: : 

“Phar Lap, the wonder horse of the century, that crossed the 
ocean to participate in the races at Tanforan against the nation’s 
finest, only to graze in a poisoned pasture in Menlo Park and die 
comes back in spirit to gaze while his clansmen contest at Tanforan for 
the championship among those horses bred West of the Continental 
Divide next Saturday. ‘ 

“The mounted body of Phar Lap will stand in silence tomorrow at 
the San Bruno track, while America’s finest horses pull at the post 
and get ready to participate... .” 

“There was a time when Phar Lap had been groomed to partici- 
pate in a similar race at Tanforan, worth a-lot more money, but the 
hand of fate intervened and death caused the foremost horse in the 
world to be scratched. However, if the life of a horse is any indication 
of the death of a horse, Phar Lap will see Saturday’s race while his 
beautiful body stands mounted beside the oval. ... .”
